Milwaukee, May 3,—Henry L. Pal- 
mer, sovereign grand commander of 
the supreme council, Ancient and Ac- 
cepted Scottish Rites, of the Northern 
Jurisdiction of the United States, has 
resigned, owing to ill health. This 
is the highest Masonic office in the 
United States, and has been held by 
Mr. Palmer since 1873—a remarkable 
record.

All day they kept hammering away 
at the Premier, endeavoring to force 
him to delay the measure until the 


Province of Ontario had a chance to 
be heard on the amended bill, but at 
6 o'clock Sir Wilfrid had refused to 
yield. At 8 o'clock he was not in his 
place and Mr. Fielding, after learn- 
ing that the Conservatives meant to 
fight the question to a finish, agreed 
to the demand to hold over the bill 
for a few days. 

This is the second notable victory 
the Opposition has achieved over this 
attempt to infringe on the rights of 
the province. 

Mr. Blain opened the discussion 
yesterday morning, saying that Pre- 
mier Whitney had expressed the view 
that Parliament should leave the 
question to the Ontario Legislature, 
as being one of provincial jurisdic- 
tion. Mr. Conmee declined to recog- 
nize Sir James Whitney as an auth- 
ority on this point. On the banks 
of the Pigeon river is a location, the 
patent for which goes back some 50 
years, and that it is so situated as 
to destroy the claim that the province 
owns the land along the river bank. 

What woulé the House profit by 
defying the expressed wish of the peo- 
ple of Ontario? queried Claude Mac- 
donnel, who believed the bill ultra 
vires, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier contended that 
the Dominion had exclusive jurisdic- 
tion. The whole difficulty was over 
the power of expropriation; it would 
expedite matters if they could pass 
the other parts of the bill, and come 
to this point at once. 

Mr. Blain remarked that the prin- 
cipal promoters are American capi- 
telists, who know that the Ontario 
Government will give such large pow- 
ers to no man, friend or foe, in the 
country or out of it. 

Mr. Conmee confessed that he had 
no regard for the Ontario Govern- 
ment’s power policy.

It is not yet definitely known just 


how many men composed the crew of | 


the Nester. Neerly all of the crew 
shipped at Cleveland, and the ves- 
sel’s log, which held the records, was, 
of course, lost. At the office of the 
Nester estate in this city it was stat- 


led that there were only seven men 


aboard. The names of those lost, so 
far as known, are: Captain George 
Dubean, aged 36, of Algonac, Mich.; 
Peter Prockett, aged 45, seaman, of 
Algonac, and Fred Douillard, aged 
18, seaman, Algonac. Capt. Dubeau 
leaves a widow, while Prockett leaves 
a widow and five children. 

The Russia was sent to the bottom 
in’ Lake Huron by the same storm. 
She was bound for Duluth on her 
first trip of the season, with a full 
cargo of freight. When twelve miles 
6ff Detour the Russia’s cargo shifted, 
and the steamer began to fill. Cap- 
tain John McLeun of Port Huron and 
his crew of 22 launched their small 
boats into the reging sea and suc- 
ceeded in saving their lives. They 
arrived at Detour yesterday. 

It is a strange story of marine 
mystery which the big Ann Arbor car 
ferry No. 1 brought into port with 
her yesterday when she arrived tow- 
ing behind her the big steel lighter 
Batavia, which was built in 1904 for 
the Lehigh Valley Transportation Co. 
The car ferry found the lighter toss- 
ing on the waves south of Fox Is- 
lands with no crew aboard. In the 
dining-room was evidence that there 
had been a crew. The dining-room ta- 
ble was set as for dinner. But noth- 
ing except the severed hawser indi- 
cated a possible solution of the crew’s 
whereabouts. Marine men think that 
the evidence which the hawser bore 
of being cut may mean that the tug 
or steamer which had the lighter in 
tow found it necessary in the gale to 
cast her loose, and if so probably took 
off the erew before leaving the steel 
hulk at the mercy of the storm. Light- 
ers of this style usually carry, marine 
men say, crews of four to ten men. 

Grand Jury Indicts Nineteen. 

Jackson, Mich., May 3.—The Grand 
Jury, which spent nearly five weeks 
investigating the administration of 
the state penitentiary here and into 
allegations thet a plumbers’ trust ex- 
isted in Jackson, has returned twen- 
ty indictments against nineteen per- 
sons. Prominent among those indict- 
ed is Allan N. Armstrong, former war- 
den of the prison, against whom there 
are several counts charging the re- 
ceiving of bribes, John C. Wenger, 
deputy warden, whose testimony is 
alleged to have conflicted with that 
of Armstrong, is indicted on a charge 
of perjury. 


Smallnox Scares Senate. 

Ottawa, May 3.—A son of Senator 
A. H. Comeau, who arrived from 
Digby, N.S., last week, has been re- 
moved to the isolation hospital here, 
suffering from smallpox.

The Senators’ room has been 
disinfected, and he is quarantined ut 
his boarding-ho.

539 is chargeable to capital account. 
The supplementaries are the smallest 
for a number of years.

they total $111,506,460 for the current 
fiscal year, of which $81,011,721 is 
chargeable to consolidated fund, and 
$30,494,739 to capital account. 

Further supplementary estimates 
for the past fiscal year were also 
tabled, including $100,000 for the Ita- 
lian earthquake fund; $100,000 for the

000 for the expenses of Canadian

In the Department of Agriculture 
there are items of $7,000 to provide

THE GREAT PYRAMID. © 


It Ibustrates the Wonderful Ability of | 


the Ancient Egyptians. 

The cost of the labor and material 
necessary to duplicate the great pyra- 
mid of Gizeb at the present time would 
amount to considerably more than 
$50,000,000, according to a paper read 
before the Society of Engineers in 
New York city by E. S. Wheeler, says 
the American Architect. The cost of 
the material alone {is estimated at $48,- 
000,000. e 

This structure, one of the wonders of 
the world, is founded on: solid rock at 
a depth of about 120 feet below the 
surface level and rises to a height of 
454 feet. Its base covers an area of 
almost fifteen acres, - 

Mr. Wheeler’s scheme for the repro- 
duction of this pyramid contemplates 


first the setting of a base of concrete. 


This would represent about 2,000,000 
cubic yards of material and would 
cost at least $10,000,000. The estimate 
for the superstructure is about $38,- 
000,000, and it would contain 3,313,000 
cubie yards of backing stone and 140,- 
000 cubic yards of facing stone. Mr. 
Wheeler's estimate of labor is 24,000,- 
000 days. . 

These figures are cited to show the 
great engineering skill of the Egyp- 
tlans and the fact that no task in con- 
struction appeared to be too large for 
a people whose extant monuments 
showed their patience and ability to 
overcome obstacles that would daunt 
even the modern engineer,

INSURANCE CHANGES 


Mr. Fielding Has New Measure 
Reported in Commons 


In Long and Busy Session on Satur- 
day Insurance Bill Clauses Are 
All Passed But One—Fifty Million 
Loan and Ministry of Labor Come 
Up 
Admits Protests on 


Ottawa, May 17.— Considerable 
speed made in the Commons 
with the insurance bill on Saturday 
and in committee all of the 192 
clauses, except that relating to the 
16 per cent. tax, were passed, This 
contentious matter will be taken up 
to-day. 

During the day Mr. Fielding an- 

nounced the Government's intentions 
to create a sinking fund. R. L. Bor- 
den opposed the appointment of a 
Minister of Labor as unnecessary. 
| Hon. A. B, Aylesworth, edged into a 
corner, finally admitted that the 
Government had received certain re- 
presentations from British Columbia 
as to race track gambling. 

Prior to taking up the insurance 
bill Mr. Fielding introduced a reso- 
lution declaring it expedient that in 
the case of insurance on property in 
Canada, effected in any unlicensed 
company, the person effecting such 
|shall pay to the Minister of Finance 
for the consolidated revenue fund a 
| sum total of 16 per cent. of the total 
net cost of the insurance so effected. 

Mr. Fielding said the resolution 
|would guage the temper of the 
| House. Upon the clause on which was 
based the resolution there was much 
| difference of opinion, but he did not 
| regret the matter as vital and would 
accept the judgment of the House. 
| He pointed out that the object of 
| the Canadian law was that when li- 
| censed companies comply with the 
| law unlicensed companies should not 
| be allowed to do business without re- 
| striction. However, the machinery 
for this was defective and it was 
|evaded by entering into contracts 
| outside the company. 
| The clause was designed to raise 
the question. In its original form, 
parties who came into Canada to in- 
| spect risks would be considered as 
doing insurance. Property owners, 
however, had resisted this proposal 
on the ground that they would be at 
| the mercy of the insurance combine. 
| A compromise was effected and the 
| plan of proposing’ a reasonable tax 
| Was proposed. 

Mr. Fielding said that the New 
England mutuals, and individual un- 
derwriters did much business in Can- 
ada. The former, by sprinklers, and 
other forms of protection, greatly re- 
duced risks and by a system of re- 
bates greatly reduced the cost of in- 
surance. 

The tax, he said, would be not on 
the nominal, but the net rate. One 
manufacturer feared that his prem- 
iums would thereby be increased from 
$400 to $900. It would only be in- 
creased to $460. 

Mr. Haggart doubted if Parliament 
had the power to impose such a tax, 
and this doubt was expressed by se- 
veral of the speakers. 

Speedy progress was then made 
with the bill in committee, and by 
5.30 in the afternoon all of the 192 
clauses had carried except that re- 
lating to the tax. The bill was ac- 
cordingly reported. 

The Commons then went into com- 
mittee on Hon, Mr. Fielding’s reso- 
lution to authorize the Government 
to float a loan amounting to $50,000,- 
000. The Minister of Finance said 
that obligations were maturing and 
they requested funds to meet these. 
To meet the 1885 loan of six and a 
half million pounds, $20,874,000 was 
| requested, $17,750,000 for the 1885 
four per cent, loan, and $11,277,330 
for temporary loans, altogether about 
$50,000,000. 

Mr. Fielding added that it was the 
intention of the Government to es- 
tablish a sinking fund. 

The bill was allowed to stand for 
third reading, and Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier moved the second reading of the 
bill to create a fully organized De- 
partment of Labor with a responsible 
Minister in charge. He considered 
|that the present Department of La- 
bor, which was created nine years 
ago, had proved an eminently suc- 
cessful experiment in créating the 
better relations between the wage- 
earners and the wage-payers.

He attributes the disturbance as a 
wave, or echo, of serious earthquakes 
| in southern America or the central 
Pacific, and holds that the vibration 
thus caused has followed the chold 
}of a circle coming out in the Cana- 
dian prairie. 
| Prof. Allen is reassuring regarding 
|the future, so far as the prairie is 
concerned. There is no evidence that 
| this region was ever visited by an 
earthquake in historical times, or at 
| least no marks of such have been left, 
|} This section is a long distance from 
the coasts where the earthquakes us- 
| uelly occur. 

Besides, that the lay out of the 
prairie foundations is distinctly 
| against such a thing. The rock layers 
are horizontal, whereas it is known 
|thet great earthquakes occur where 
| the rock layers run down towards the 
earth centre at seventy, eighty or 
ninety degrees. These sometimes slip 
against each other causing subsisti- 
nence and such is now known to 
have been the case at San Francisco. 

On the prairie where rock - layers 
are horizontal earthquakes are prac- 
tically impossible and people will be 
reassured to know that it is quite 
possible the prairie country may nev- 
er again get such a jar.

Measure {n British Commons to Give 
Greater Office Holding 
Roman Catholics and 
the Accession Oath Is Supported 
by Asquith and Gets Good Vote on 
Second Reading.

London, May 15.—A comprehensive 
bill for the removal of Roman Catho- 
lic disabilities and providing for an 
alteration in the accession oath taken 
by the British sovereign, was intro- 


duced by Wm. Redmond in the House 
of Commons yesterday. 

The same opposition that hitherto 
has defeated any similar effort, how- 
ever, again showed up to-~day, in the 
form of a petition signed by 300,000 
persons against the removal of Ro- 
man Catholic disabilities. 

Premier Asquith spoke early in the 
debate and gave his cordial support 
to the objects of the bill. He declar- 
ed that the exclusion of Roman 
Catholics from the Lord Chancellor- 
ship of Great Britain and the Lord 
Lieutenancy of Ireland was unjusti- 
fiable on the grounds of either logic 
or policy. 

Regarding the oath 
the Premier said that this declara- 
tion was dated during the worst per- 
iod of British history and the time 
had come to put an end to it. 

The bill passed its second reading 
by a vote of 133 to 123, but as it is 
not a Government measure there is 
little prospect of finding time to pass 
it into a law at the present session.

George Meredith Passes Away | 
in His Eighty-Second Year. 


English Novelist and Poet, the Last of 
the Great Victorians, Succumbs to 
Heart Failure Induced by a Chill 
—Was In Usual Health Before Go- 
ing Out For a Drive In His Chaise 
—King's Physician Attended Him. 


London, May 18

The immediate of death 
heart failure, following grave symp- 
toms that developed early in the even- 
ing. Mr. Meredith's illness began on 
May 15, and he steadily 
since that time. So serious was 
condition Sunday night that the at- 
tending physician remained constant- 
ly at his bedside. 

Mr, Meredith was out for his daily 
drive at his Boxhill retreat on Satur- 
day in a little donkey chaise. He 
seemed then to be in his usual health, 
A keen east wind was blowing, and 
it uppears to have given him a chill. 
He returned home in a state of col- 
lapse, with serious attacks of pain in 
the intestinal regions. 

On Sunday the King’s physicians, 
Sir Thomas Barlow, was called into 
consultation, and it was hoped that, 
despite his great age, the patient 
would rally, but internal inflamma- 
tion developed rapidly. Mr. Mere- 
dith had been showing signs of weak- 
ness during the past week, having 
had periods of drowsiness, followed 
by marked signs of debility 

Following so closely on the death of 
Swinburne, the passing of George 
Meredith removes the very last of 
the great band of Victorians that gave 
the literature of England in the 19th 
century a place with that of such 
great eras as the Elizabethan or the 
Augustan. With many peculiarities of 

regarded by muny critics as 
enerating into vicious faults, and 
an obscurity that frequently rivalled 
Browning at his worst, Meredith re- 
mains as one of the great prose writ- 
ers of the period. No reader can ever 
forget such books as “The Ordeal of 
Richard Feveral” or “Diana of the 
Crossways,” and these are but two of 
a long list.

George Meredith was born in 
Hampshire, Feb. 12, 1828. On the oc- 
easion of his 80th birthday he was 
showered. with congratulations from 
all parts of the world and was waited 
on by a deputation headed hy An- 
thony Hope and presented with an 
address signed by Algernon Charles 
Swinburne, Thos. Hardy, John Mor- 
ley and more than a hundred leaders 
in art, letters and scholarship.

They were engaged in 
log-driving, and it is thought they 
were crossing from one side of the 
river to the other when the accident 
occurred, A sad feature of the acci- 
dent is that three of the men were 
brothers, named Grenier, living in the 
village of Ascension. The fourth vic- 
tim is unknown, but his home is said 
to be at Avoca, Que. The accident 
occurred about 125 miles from Calu- 
met, which is at the mouth of the 
Rouge.

has value. It is found in damp, sandy 
places, chiefly along the banks of riv- 
ers around the Caspian sea, und Is dug 
by peasant women, who earn from 10 
to 15 cents a day working for the 
licorice collectors. The root sells for 
n few cents a pound in the raw state. 
The larger part Is shipped in that con- 
dition, but about 20 per cent of the 
product Is boiled and crushed, and the 
juice 1s made into the bard black paste 
such as can be bought in the drug 
stores. In 1848 an Itallan began to 
cultivate licorice, and since that the 
many people have adopted the {ndus- 
try because the cultivated root con- 
tains much more sap than that of the 
wild plant and costs very little more. 
The only attention necessary {s to keep 
the soll loosened aril well watered. 
The cultivated Heorlke brings much 
higher prices in the piarket and pro- 
f much greater quantity of 
paste in proportion.—Ouleago Record- 
Herald,

Ottawa, May 22.—Fifteen A nared 
men are thrown out of employment as 
a result of some of the mills and fac- 
tories at the Chaudiere having had to 
close down because of unprecedented 
high water. : 

Many of the lumber piles on the 
Ottawa are flouting. Aylmer road 
bridge is covered with two feet of 
water, and the Hull Electric Railway 
is engaged in raising its tracks. 

At Gatineau Point, fifty houses are 
surrounded by water and people are 
living in the second storeys. Gatineau 
Bridge has been closed and labelled 
dangerous. 

The high water situation is as grave 
as in 1893, with the river 26 feet deep 
at Rideau Locks, and it is feared that 
the record of 29 feet 6 inches made 
33 years ago may be reached.

London, May 25,—(0.A.P 
Messages received indicate that Em- 
pire Day was celebrated in all parts 
of the Empire with greater enthusiasm 
than ever 

There was a Splendid display of im- 
peris! patriotism in Lon®on and the 

eat cities, while the British colony 
in Berlin, numbering 500, observed 
the occasion for the first time. The 
chief item in the capital was the re- 
wiew of 10,000 children by “Bobs.” 

@t is estimated that throughout the 

Empire nearly 7,000,000 children cele- 

brated the day. 

For the first time 
organized celebration, Five thousand 
uniformed school boys marched 
through the main streets of the capi- 
tal to Hyde Park. Here all the chil- 
dren gathered and saluted the nation- 
al flag, as well as the emblems of 56 
dominions and colonies. 

Toronto, May 25.—With ideal weath- 
er_in nearly every one of the inland 
cities of Canada Victoria Day was giv- 
en a magnificent celebration yester- 
day. A storm raged on the Nova Sco- 
tian coast, and seriously interfered 
with the gaiety, but elsewhere in the 
Dominion the Imperial sentiment 
reigned supreme. 

The day was chiefly taken up with 
sports, lacrosse, baseball, horse rac- 
ing, and innumeruble Marathons, 

Two serious fires and a dozen more 
minor blezes, the latter from fire- 
works, kept the Toronto department 
busy. , 

Over $6,000 damage was done by a 
fire of unknown origin, which broke 
out in the second floor of the three- 
storey brick building at49 to57 Hay- 
ter street, and the Island school was 
burned.

Montreal Live Stock. 


MONTREAL, May 24.—(Special.)—At the 
Montreal Stock Yards, West End Market, 
receipts for last week were 2700 cattle, 10 
sheep and lambs, 1600 hogs and 100 calves. 
The supply this morning consisted of 1100 
cattle, 50 sheep and Jambs, $00 hogs and 
bu calves. The offerings of cattle were 
100 head larger than a week ago. The 
undertone was not quite so strong for the 
medium and lower grades, but prices for 
the better classes were fairly well main- 
tained. Attendance of buyers was large 
and demand good. There was some de- 
mand from exporters, but owing to high 
prices and that cable advices from Liver- 
pool noted a decline of ec to le per 1b., as 
compared with a week ago, only a few 
were taken. A few loads of extra choice 
Ontario stall-fed steers sold at 64c. and 
some picked lots at 6%c, but the bulk of 
choice lots sold at 6c; good, at 5c to 
6¥c; fair, at be to 54c; medium, at 4%c 
to 4%c; fat cows, at 4'%c to 5c; bulls, 
at 4%c to 5%c, and common stock at 34%c 
to 4%4c per Ib. 

Hog prices scored a further advance of 
35c per cwt.. making a net rise of 45¢ to 
60c, within the past ten days, attributed 
to the very small supplies coming for- 
ward and the keen demand from packers. 
Sales of selected lots were made at $8.75 
to $8.85 per cwt., weighed off the cars, and 
in a few instances, $8.90 to $9. 

Trade in small meats was quiet, as of- 
ferings were comparatively Nght. Prices 
ruled firm, Yearling sheep, sold at 64c 
to Tc; old sheep, at bY&c to 6e per Ib.; 
spring lambs, brought from #4 Lo $8 each, 
and calves from ® to $10 each, as to size 
and quality.
